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U.S. bishops reject ‘Human Sexuality’ study 


WASHINGTON @8€@)—The bishops’ 
Committee on D@gtrifie has rejected the 
conclusions O{' well-publicized book on 
human s@@atity which would allow 
activities Sw@eras masturbation, adultery, 
fornicatioRarid homosexuality. 


ra ‘som mittee issued a six-page 
critigte of the book Human Sexuality: New 
Directions in American Catholic Thought, 


published earlier this year. The book was - 


written by five Catholic theologians. 


Speaking at a press conference Nov. 16, 
shortly after the critique was issued, 
Bishop Walter Curtis of Bridgeport said 
the guidelines contained in the book are 
“deceptive”. 


ACCORDING TO Bishop Curtis, “The 
norms presented by these authors would 
not sufficiently protect church teaching in 

*the.area of sexual concerns.” 


One member of the committee, 
Auxiliary Bishop Daniel Pilarczyk of 
Cincinnati, said the book’s major problem 
was that it makes “a leap” from theological 
speculation to recommendations for the 
Catholic people to use in forming their 
consciences. 


He said the committee wanted to say 
that the book “is not a safe pastoral 
guideline” and that it has reservations 
about-some of its theological speculation. 


AT THE SAME time, he said, the 
committee wanted to make it clear that 
theological speculation is not invalid. 


According to Bishop Pilarczyk, “Our 
primary motive in bringing out this 
statement is to take a pastoral stand. “We 
are not saying that the theological 
enterprise of speculation in moral 
theology is a bad enterprise.” 


Asked whether the critique would not 


harm the church’s standing with some, he 
replied, “The fact that the church’s 
teaching is not always well-received is no 
reason to stop teaching.” 


Bishop Pilarczyk stressed that the 
church’s moral stands are not taken 
arbitrarily, but rather with the interests of 
individuals in mind. ‘Sound. moral 
teaching is that which is best for the 
individual human person,” he said. 


THE BISHOP said there would be no 
discipline meted out to the authors. “How 
do you go after it? Formally, with bell, book 
and candle?” 


In its critique, the bishops’ committee 
said the book is based on “a rather 
impoverished concept” of the role of 
scripture in theological studies. 


The committee praised the work of 


theologians in general, but warned that 
their interpretation of sacred texts “cannot 


be considered the ultimate source of their 
meaning. 


“THE SUGGESTED pastoral guidelines 
of the report depart from the teaching of 
the church in many specific areas,” the 
statement said. ‘Pastors, confessors, 
counselors, and teachers cannot adopt 
these guidelines and remain faithful to the 
mission of proclaiming God’s word which 
has been entrusted to them.” 


The committee said there is a need for 
compassion “in dealing with human 
nature, weakened as it is by sin and 
subject to strong cultural pressures, 
particularly in the area of sexual morality.” 


But, the critique added, “We must also 
warn against the temptation to respond to 
this need for pastoral compassion by 
weakening the demands of sound 
morality. Rather than compassion this 
would turn out to be cruelty.” 


Directory will shape all Catholic teaching in U.S. —

which won appr@yatfrom the country’s 
bishops at the/gnRwal fall meeting gives 
the United §tates® yardstick by which all 
religiousgad mation can be judged. 


Th gikéctory, entitled, “Sharing the 
Light S&_Baith,” will, upon approval from 
theWatican, become the foundation for 
every”religious education program in the 
country—from those aimed at pre- 
schoolers to those aimed at adults. 


WITH THE far-reaching changes in 
church practices and the shifting of 
emphasis that came following the Second 
Vatican Council, religious education 
underwent a period of uncertainty. 


The Baltimore Catechism that had 


~served since 1885 fell into disuse, to be 


replaced by various catechisms, all of 
which had in common an inability to gain 
general acceptance. 


But the document which the bishops 
hope will end the uncertainty is not itself a 
catechism, a point which several bishops 
emphasized during debate on amend- 
ments. 


WHILE THE directory does contain 
statements of what is to be transmitted in 
religious education programs, it goes 
beyond those to. deal with methods, who 
should be taught, organization and 
structure or programs. 


According to the directory, “Not all parts 
of this document are of equal importance. 
The teaching of the church in regard to 
revelation and the Christian message is to 
be held by all.” 


Catholic catechetics must include 
certain elements, according to the 
directory. Some examples are: prayers 
such as the Sign of.the Cross, Lord’s 
Prayer, Hail Mary, Creed, Acts of Faith, 
Hope and Charity and the Act of 
Contrition. 


FACTUAL INFORMATION which must 
be included covers the history of salvation, 
major personalities in scripture and 
certain biblical texts. 


Teaching regarding worship must 
include such practices as the parts of the 
mass, sacraments, liturgical seasons, holy 
days, major feasts, the Rosary and the 
Stations of the Cross. 

Other matters included within the 
teaching rules of the directory are: the 
commandments, beatitudes, gifts of the 


, Holy Spirit, virtues, and examination of 


conscience. 


THE DIRECTORY’S 11 chapters deal 
with technology, communications, 
revelation, trinity, sin and grace, death, 
judgment, matrimony, qualifications of 
catechists and dozens more. ; 


In its treatment of the social conse- 
quences of sin, the directory says: 


“Sin is expressed in some of the 
structures of human communities. Sinful 
structures are not simply imperfect 
human organizations; rather, they involve 
a systematic abuse of the rights of certain 
groups of individuals. 


“The sinfulness lies in the unjust way in 
which social relationships are organized. 
An extreme example is institutionalized 
racial or ethnic segregation; a less striking 
example is the absence or inadequacy of 
minimum wage laws. 


Guidelines for fundraising adopted by bishops

asSgie@ donors that their dollars will be 
spent for the causes promoted. 


The guidelines also establish a clear 
chain of command for fundraising and 
suggest management techniques and 
internal controls to separate financial 
functions such as collections, allocation 
and accounting. 


IN EFFECT, the guidelines mean that 
Catholics will have a better idea of who is 
asking them for money and how it will be 
spent. 


From now on donors can expect, “at 
minimum,” to know the amount collected, 
the cost of conducting the fundraising 
effort and the amount and use of the funds 
disbursed. 


The information will be contained in 
financial reports prepared by certified 
public accountants which will be made 
available to benefactors “on a regular 


basis or on reasonable request.” 


CATHOLICS CAN also expect less 
paraphernalia accompanying charitable 
appeals. The guidelines say that “requests 
for funds should not be associated with 
material objects which are inconsistent 
with the apostolic purposes of the appeal.” 

Developed by the National Conference 


of Catholic Bishops, the Leadership 


Conference of Women Religious and the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men, the 
guidelines are the first of their kind and 
are binding on all fundraising campaigns 
under Catholic auspices. They were 
adopted by the bishops during their fall 
meeting in Washington. 


While the document does not mention 
specific cases, it is clear that the 
guidelines were in part prompted by 
reports of the fundraising irregularities of 
the Pallottine Fathers and Boys Town, both. 
of which corrected their practices after it 
was revealed they took in millions more 
than they. spent. 


THE GUIDELINES demand that fund- 
raisers conduct their business in the open, 
respecting “the sacred relationship of 
trust that is established when we, in God’s 
name and for his work, ask others for 
financial support.” 
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The Chilean government daily, La 
Segunda, assailed the work of the 
Santiago archdiocesan Vicariate of 
Solidarity, which seeks to aid political 
prisoners and refugees, calling it 
church involvement in “factional 
politics.” 


Swiss and Dutch bishops’ confer- 
ences have appealed to their 
Catholics to make greater efforts to 
welcome immigrants. 


National Council of Churches 
governing board has made it clear 
that its most prominent concerns are 
increasingly those of the American 
Catholic Church also, according to: 
a U.S. bishops’ official. 

More than 30 Catholic and Protes- 
tant theologians from Europe, Latin 
America and the United States sought 
possible common ground in the 
theology of liberation in a meeting 
in Mexico City attended by Auxiliary 
Bishop Gilbert Chavez of San Diego. 


One hundred Hispanic organiza- 
tions have issued an appeal for 
amnesty on behalf of undocumented 
aliens saying they are “the pilgrims of 
the 20th century.”

U.S. bishops failed to pass a 
resolution for a national communica- 
tions collection, and the Catholic 
Press Association initiated a national 
conference of all Catholic church 
communicators.

County; Sister Luz Mestas, 
San Bernardino County; 
Sister Gloria Galvan, Imper- 
ial County, and Father 
Ricardo Mejia, San Diego 
County. 


Father Patricio Guillen, 
pastor, St. Edward parish, 
Corona, is the theology 
advisor. 


The ministry school, 
inspired by Bishop Chavez, 
began earlier this year. 


THE SCHOOL is designed 
to train lay ministers in 
such areas as ministry to 
sick and elderly, prisoner 
visitations, family counsel- 
ing,:; youth ministry, reli- 
gious educaiion teachers, 
etc. 


The school is now con- 
ducted in San Ysidro, at 
Padre Hidalgo Center in 
San Diego, Santee-ElCajon, 
Coachella,-Escondido, 
Corona and San Bernar- 
dino. 


Participants have to 
commit themselves to 240 
hours of course work over a 
two-year period. The school 
teaches scripture, theo- 
logy, psychology, sociology, 
and communication-me- 
dia. 


SISTER Sara Murrieta, 
executive director of Padre 
Hidalgo Center, said the 
Pastoral Plan team for the 
Spanish-speaking, the 
Hispanic School of Ministry 
and ‘the. new Evangeliza- 
tion and Catechesis Pro- 
gram will be working to- 
gether to train lay people in 
helping to meet the spiri- 
tual needs of Spanish- 
speaking Catholics.

“When you are lectoring, you have something 
certainly a lot more important than Johnny Carson 
or Walter Cronkite have to communicate,” he said. 


“So you must use every stage technique they do. 


Anything less than that is to let God down.” 


Heaven protect us from histrionic lectors,, 
declaiming the Word of God as though they were on 
the stage or in front of a camera. Jesus spoke with 
the conviction and beauty of his inner self. But he 
had no need of gimmicks. 


By all means let us have lectors who project the 
Word with clarity, insight and power. But not with 
the insincerity of a Johnny Carson show. 


There is projection needed in all aspects of 
liturgy, whether it be the celebrant at the altar or the 
lector at the podium. But the best projection comes 
from sincerity, faith and knowledge, as well as the 
art of communication. 


Should old folks ‘live on the hill’? 


Except for vintage professors, one group missing 
from university campuses is older people, those 
who have made their way through life and are now 
enjoying their twilight days. Or perhaps not 
enjoying them. Perhaps they are lonely, suffer ill 
health, poverty, neglect. 


| was reflecting on this with Father Bob Callahan,

Campus, who has made a personal apostolate of 
the aged. He, happened to say how he had long 
thought that such a beautiful campus would be an 
ideal place for a facility for the aged.

And we 
have to learn something about pain 
and deprivation, or loneliness and 
emptiness—poverty of one kind or 
another—before we can truly appre- 
ciate the gifts others give us. 


We need to have experienced 
something of love and giving our- 
selves before we can experience a 
purity of gratitude for what we receive. 
For those of us who have not yet come 
to a maturity of loving, what we are

given in love may become something 
to be possessed and exploited with 
perhaps not even a cursory express- 
ion of thanks. 


For those of us who have never 
learned to be generous, nothing we 
receive is ever quite enough or quite 
good enough. The miserly heart is 
insatiable in its demands. 


FOR THOSE who give freely of 
themselves or what they have, 


gratitude comes easily. Indebtedness. 


is not threatening to them, as it is to 
others, and they may be moved to 
heights of accomplishment from the 
depths of their gratefulness. 


The greatest challenge comes to us, 
| believe, when we have failed or 
betrayed someone who has respond- 
ed with total, unconditional forgive- 
ness and love. This kind of generosity 
is very hard to bear. It can drive us to 
such humility and gratitude that there 
is “nothing | would not do” for him—or 
her. i 

On the other hand, it can awaken 
such shame and guilt that we find the 
very presence of the other unbear- 


able—a constant rebuke and reaffir- 
mation of our own unworthiness. Then 
we need to reduce the other person 
somehow, to make living with 
ourselves more bearable. 


On Thanksgiving Day, a tradition, 
which grew from the powerful pilgrim 
consciousness of divine guidance 
through unknown danger and hard- 
ship, | wonder if there is not a 
tendency to make our celebration 
more an occasion for self-congratu- 
lation than a realistic giving of thanks 
for benefits way beyond our merits. 


IS THE FAMILY feasting and over- 
eating on this day more than a self- 
reinforcing proclamation that we have 
a goodly share—perhaps more than 
our share—of the world’s bounty? 
Even when we invite some deserving 
stranger to join us, does such sharing 
of our surfeit have more value than 
simply to make us feel better about it? 


Perhaps, if we were truly thankful, 
truly aware of the great goodness of 
God towards us, we would eat 
sparingly on this day, and take the 
feast to those who seldom eat well or 
who have.suffered some deprivation 


at the hands of the more fortunate. 


Feasting is a wonderful tradition, 
but on this one day, | wonder if God 
would not be better thanked if we_ate 
of the canned goods of our parish 
Thanksgiving collections for the poor, 
and gave away our turkeys? 


BUT TRADITION is tradition and 
holds a venerable place in life, and 
most of us will sit around aladen table 
again this year and feel a little safer, a 
little more secure because of the 
plenty before us.

Political persecution in 
Latin American countries 


By Jaime M. Fonseca 


When confronted with eight months of 
persecution, Archbishop Oscar Romero of 
San Salvador recently reviewed the human 
and divine fabric of events in his central 
American nation: He said the blood of priests, 
religious and lay leaders showed their will for 
martyrdom for the faith. 


This was reminiscent of the early 
Christians in the Roman Empire. 


HE WAS talking of the two pastors and 
three lay helpers gunned down by rightists 
and of hundreds of campesinos and students 
killed by security agents as “subversives.” 


There was extreme cruelty during the May 
raids on the rural parish of Aguilares as 
security forces ransacked peasant homes, 
ripped the picture of their pastor, Jesuit 
Father Rutilio Grande (machine-gunned in 
March), and desecrated the local church. 
Many farmworkers were killed for displaying 
his picture. 


_ Bishop Romero also spoke of the 15 
priests—several from the United States— 
who were expelled by the government or 
forced to leave under threat of death, of the 
media campaign against the church paid for 
by the rich, and of the evasive language of the 
government when the bishops asked for a 
frank dialogue. 


hee eaid, ‘Let there be ight and

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HE CALLED his pastoral letter The 
Church is Christ in History, his way to 
reflect on the intermingling of spiritual and 
temporal issues, but above all his way to 
defend the mission of the church to preach 
salvation to the whole man and woman, to be 
consistent with the gospel, to denounce 
inequity and help the poor to liberate 
themselves from the shackles of sin and 
injustice. 

Leadership training, cooperatives, 
Christian communities aware of their rights 
are the effective tools of this mission, he 
pointed out. 


His indictment was that behind the 
persecution are “anti-gospel forces,” for the 
church is repressed because of its loyalty to 
the gospel and the efficacy of its evangelizing 
thrust. 


ARCHBISHOP ROMERO’S indictment 
also covers the modern persecutors of the 
church in Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, Cuba, 
Chile, Honduras, Paraguay, and to a lesser 
degree, in Colombia, the Dominican 
Republic, Ecuador, Guatemala, Guyana, 
Jamaica, Mexico, Nicaragua, Panama and 
Uruguay—most of Latin America. 


What often begins as political dissent, when 
tolerated, evolves into rabid persecution 
because power, riches and privilege enjoyed 
by ruling groups becomes the all-absorbing

Ideological wars and the 


wars of the Crusades

To appreciate the meaning of the 
Crusades, we need only think of the 
ideological wars instituted in our own times by 
Nazis, Fascists or Communists. Ideological 
wars are secular versions of holy war. 


The Bible describes holy war in the book of 
Joshua where the extinction of every man, 
woman, child, animal and thing in a city was 
carried out in the name of God. That’s the 
biblical equivalent of atomic holocaust. We 
may shudder at the prospect of holy war, but 
unfortunately it has an uncanny way of 
surviving. 


THE MEDIEVAL Crusades were holy 
war. Vicious, cruel and raw pursuits, they 
were backed by Christians of western Europe 
from every rank and station. Fanatical 
preachers stirred up thousands to embark on 
a holy war against’ the infidel Sarakenos 
(Saracens, that is Easterners). 


Normally, the church had been trying to 
subdue the addiction to violence, seemingly a 
commonplace in the Dark Ages and the 
medieval period. In the year 1000, a peace 
council was held in France where the effort 
was made to threaten excommunication to 
anyone using violence to settle problems. 


It didn’t work. The monks of Cluny were 
able to establish the Truce to God for a time. 
It insisted that no fighting take place from 
Wednesday evening to Monday morning, or 
on holy days. 


THIS PEACE OF GOD limited the 
extent of combat by forbidding attacks on 
merchants, farmers, nuns, pilgrims, priests 
or animals and property belonging to these 
people. These peace efforts curtailed, but by 
no means, eliminated war. 


All these good overtures came to an end at 
the Council of Clermont in 1095. Eastern 
Europe claimed it needed help from the west 
to fight off the Saracens, the Moslems 


issue. The Marxists call it class struggle. 
Christiaiis call it social justice. The military 
and the allied power groups call it subversion. 


The conflict encompasses the two symbols 
of revolution: Che Guevara, eulogized by 
terrorists everywhere, and Camilo Torres, 
the Colombian priest turned guerrilla, whose 
actions in the late 1960s inspired in good part 
the theology of liberation. 


ANOTHER CHURCHMAN from EI 
Salvador identified one aspect of the anti- 
gospel forces. Bishop Pedro Aparicio of San 
Vicente blamed the persecution of church 
activists on “an obsession for national 
security” of the military rulers in his 
country—an obsession, he added, borrowed 
from the Pentagon and spreading from Brazil 
into other dictatorships of the sword. 


Bishop Nicholas D’Antonio of Olancho in 
neighboring Honduras pointed to still another 
anti-gospel force, the large landed groups of 
farm owners and cattle growers, who placeda 
price on his head for helping the landless 
farmhands in their need for a parcel, when 
starvation is the only alternative. 


Again his land had been ravaged by 
persecution in 1975: Soldiers and armed 


growers had raided a campesino center in. 


attempts to stop a hunger march by 12,000 or 
more farmhands. Two priests were killed, 
including one American, several lay helpers 
and 10 campesinos. The Olancho priests and 
nuns were rounded up and sent to the capital 
city, and while most returned, Bishop 
D’Antonio could not. 


~~ ALTHOUGH THE murderers were 
identified and indicted, their crime is still 
unpunished. 
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invaders. Pope Urban II used the Council as a 
setting for a speech on-the subject. 


We don’t know what he said, but he stirred 
up the crowd to holy war pitch. We know 
what they said: “God wills it.” Since they 
thought God willed it, they felt it was holy, 
therefore righteous, war. 


WHY DID Christian Europe become so 


_ involved in holy war? For one thing, the 


overcrowded, settled territories created a 
land problem, what Hitler later used as an 
excuse, “lebensraum”—living space. Now 
they could solve this problem in two ways. 
Follow the new Cistercian order to the 
unsettled frontiers and make new farms. Or 
they could take it from the Saracens. 
Regrettably, too many chose the latter. 


In addition, there was the warlike nature of 
many of the people. Sad to say, too many of 
them like to fight. Lastly, there was the 
religious reason. The Moslems were infidels, 
controlling the holy places in Jerusalem. They 
should be driven out or converted—by force 
of course. 


In actual fact the Moslems had generally 
been tolerant of Christian pilgrims and gave 
the Frankish rulers the right to care for the 
shrines. However, the Saracens had their 
own war party and economic reasons. for 
fighting well. Chips were on shoulders 
everywhere. 


Campesino mass killings by Somoza’s 
National Guard in Nicaragua are at the root of 
the October insurrection which ‘has been 
backed by several priests. American 
missionaries were the first to denounce this 
violation of human rights. 


Bishops everywhere in the continent agree 
that another anti-gospel force is marxism, and 
they warn Christians on the pitfalls of trying 
the outstretched hand with Communists. The 
paradox and the challenge is that Christians 
seeking redress from injustice and oppression 
find’ the Communists ‘willing partners for 
liberation, mostly because they have not 
reached power. When they have, as in Cuba 
or Guyana they apply pressure on the 
believer, distrusting his or her loyalty to 
atheist materialism. 


THE IMMEDIATE, most painful perse- 
cution comes however from the military 
rulers obsessed by the monster of security, 
who find that it is to their advantage to equate 
Communist subversion with the practical 
application of the gospel regarding the poor. 
The guerrilla threat might assume different 
proportions, from real as in Argentina and 
Colombia, to barely visible. But the presence 
of the church and its work, particularly after 
the Medellin guidelines of 1968, is taken as a 
real threat to power and the status quo. Then 
the price of dissent—which really is the voice 
of human dignity of the many—is martyrdom. 


Historians will record the second half of the 
20th century in Latin America as a continent 
of guerrilla violence and military repression, 


- of liberation theology and valiant struggle for 


human rights. For those living today, their 
land is the stage for what Bishop Romero 
describes as The Church Is Christ in 
History.

THE CRUSADERS did win their wars in 
the final analysis. They set up Christian states 
in and around Palestine and kept charge for 
about 200 years. But at what a cost. 


They sacked Christian Constantinople and 
thus earned the hatred of the Eastern church 
and set the stage for the great schism. They 
massacred hundreds of Jews thus adding 


‘another page to the brutality wrought by anti- 


Semitism. They permitted the unspeakable 
atrocity of allowing 20,000 chfldren to march 
to death or slave trade. 


In our current ecumenical and tolerant 
mood, we may wonder how religion ever got 
mixed up in such vengeful and senseless 
killing. Yet we need only think of movements 
called crusades in our time that have religious 
backing and overtones—and some mur: 
derous intent as well. 


MURDEROUS MILITANCY is bad 
enough. Worse yet when. wedded to. the 
fanaticism fired by religion. One of the values 
of pondering the medieval crusades is that it 
may help us exorcise the devil of holy war 
should it ever try to take hold of our own 
people today. 


All of this deglamorizes expeditionary 
forces and crusading armies, but is not meant 
to solve the problem of violence and war. 
Much more than a cautionary tale is needed. 
Much, much more.

He wielded 
absolute power, had the wealth of the nation 
at his disposal, could enjoy every comfort and 
luxury, indulge his slightest whim. Ambitious 
courtiers fawned upon him; no one dared 
criticize him, except perhaps his wife or an 
especially courageous bishop. 


Only a man of strong self-discipline could ° 


resist the constant temptations inherent in 
such an existence. Consequently, when one 
reads of a king who was also a saint, one can 


only marvel at his greatness. Such a one was. 


Louis IX of France. 


HE WAS BORN at Poissy on April 25, 
1214, the son of Louis VIII and Blanche of 
Castile, who seems to have been a mother 
both doting and domineering: She controlled 
his education rigorously, instilling in him from 
earliest. years a love of virtue and a 
corresponding hatred for sin. When her 
husband died in 1226, her son was only 12 
years old, and she ruled as regent until he 
came of age. 


When he was 19, he married Margaret of 
Provence, who bore him 11 children; their

Debemos prescindir de las exagera- 
ciones de que se han servido la 
_predicacién y la imaginacién’ popular: 
Precisamente estas falsas presentaciones 
fueron las que motivaron en gran parte el 
rechazo de la doctrina catélica por parte 
de los ortodoxos orientales y de los 
Reformadores. ‘ ; 


Muchas representaciones del purga- 
torio no pertenecen a la fe catélica y han 
perjudicado a la teologia y a la piedad. 
Para ser breves, digamos: 

—El purgatorio no es un “lugar”, sinoun 
estado 0 proceso de purificacién. Por eso 
hoy se procura evitar la palabra 
“purgatorio” porque nos sugiere la idea 
de un lugar. Ya San Agustin habia dicho: 
“Dios mismo es nuestro lugar después de 
esta vida.” 


—El purgatorio no es un “pequefo 
infierno”. Ni hay fuego, ni hay tormentos 
aunque no podemos excluir el dolor y el 
sufrimiento. El infierno es la frustracién 
total y sin esperanza, mientras que el 
estado de purificacién significa la certeza 
absoluta de la plenitude y salvacién total. 
El! fuego del infierno es pura metafora. 


—Sobre la“duracién” solo sabemos que 


descendants ruled France for more than 500 
years. In 1235 he became king, but Blanche 
remained the power behind the throne and, 
.not unexpectedly, showed herself quite 
jealous of and unkind to her daughter-in-law. 


However, Louis was anything but a 
“mama’s boy:” He was a strong ruler with a 
real knack for governing. Along with these 
qualities went a sincere unselfishness and 
complete dedication to the honor and glory of 
God and the welfare of his people. He had a 
consuming zeal for justice and peace, even if 
at times this meant making concessions 
which proved unpopular. 


IF REBELLIOUS barons had to be 
defeated they were,.but in his subsequent 
treatment of them he was merciful rather than 
vindictive. Eventually he was able to establish 
a legal system whereby sovereigns and 
feuding lords came to him for arbitration of 
their differences, gradually eliminating 
violence in favor of due judicial process. 


This same delicate blending of respect for 
others and firm independence manifested 
itself in his dealings with the clergy. He hada 
genuine love for the church and its 
representatives, listened to and learned from 
them, but he would not tolerate injustices 
perpetrated by bishops. And if the latter 
appealed to him for help in disputes with civil

authorities, he would give no decisions until 
all the fact were in on both sides. 


His attitude to the papacy was similar. He 
was a staunch ally of the popes, but refused to 
' be used as a tool in papal politics and, in fact, 
defended the rights of his own clergy against 
unwarranted papal interference. When a 
General Council met at Lyons to condemn 
the Emperor Frederick II, Louis held an army 
in readiness in case Frederick should march 
on Lyons. And yet, after the emperor had 
been excommunicated and deposed by the 
pope, he offered no help in implementing the 
sentence but remained prudently neutral. 


AS MIGHT BE expected of a virtuous 
man, Louis was a man of prayer and solid 
piety. Even after he had been taken captive 
during the first of the two Crusades he led to 
the east, he recited the Divine Office daily 
with two of his chaplains. While not 
conspicious as a great builder, he did erect 
the gem-like Sainte Chapelle in the heart of 


Paris and endowed other religious institu- | 


tions. 


Notable among them was and is the 
Sorbonne, which began, with material 
encouragement from the king, as a 
theological school founded by Robert de 
Sorbon. He built a hospital for poor blind men 
with facilities for 300 and regularly served 
meals for the poor in the palace precincts. His 
holiness was not feigned. 


Why would such a peace-loving man 
engage in an undertaking as bloody and 
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violent as a Crusade? Well, we are all, atleast 
to some extent, victims of the age in which we 
live. In Louis’ day the so-called Holy War, 
which sounds today like a contradition in 
terms, was considered a noble, even a pious 
venture. 


CERTAINLY LOUIS, unlike many 
others who led or joined the crusades, was 
highly motivated. The Moslems had just 
retaken Jerusalem and he promised the 
Christians there to come to their aid. His first 
objective was Egypt, and he managed to 
capture Damietta in the Nile delta with little 
difficulty, but his attempts to attack the 
Saracens on the other side of the river failed. 


He was captured and his army decimated. 
About that time the sultan was, in his turn, 
defeated by the Mamluk emirs and the 
released Louis and his men for a sizable 
ransom. They proceeded to Palestine, but in 
1254 news of his mother’s death brought him 
home. 


In 1267 he announced another Crusade 
much to his people’s consternation. He was 
sick and exhausted and, as his friend Joinville 
wrote, “those who recommended this voyage 
to the king sinned grievously.” It was indeed a 
disaster. They made it to Tunis, where Louis 
and his son Philip were stricken with typhus. 


He received the last sacraments on 
Sunday, Aug. 24 and died at three the next 
afternoon. His remains were brought home to 
the abbey church of St. Denis and after just 30 
years, in 1297, he was canonized.

Do U.S. bishops want ‘born again’ Catholics? 


Are the American Catholic 
bishops trying to foster a movement 
of “born again” Catholics? 


Yes and No. 


Comments made by several 
bishops in talks and press con- 
ferences at the bishops meeting in 
Washington showed.a greater interest 
in “conversion” among Catholics— 
conversion to a deeper commitment 
to their faith. 


SEVERAL OF the bishops acknow-

“born again’ movement among 
evangelical Protestants. 


But they also indicated they were 
talking about a less emotional, more 
long-term deepening of faith than is 
usually associated with dramatic 
“born again” experiences.

address of Archbishop Joseph 
Bernardin of Cincinnati whose term 
has expired as president of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 


HE SAID the bishops could not 
think seriously about evangelizing the 
80 million unchurched persons in 
America until they evangelized 
Catholics. He said many Catholics 
have no real understanding of their 
religion and many others have fallen 
away from their church. 

Later, ata press conference. Bishop 
Raymond Lucker of New Ulm, Minn., 
offered a “wild, wild guess” that 75 
percent of American Catholics were 
not “committed, faith-filled, dedi- 
cated followers of Jesus Christ.” - 


Bishop Lucker, a U.S. delegate to 


the recent world Synod of Bishops 
which focused on catechesis, said 
“When | look out at the average group 
of people in church, good people who 
really want to do the right thing,” 
about three-quarters do not meet this 
description. 


MOST CATHOLICS, he said, “have 
never really turned their lives over to 
the Lord, they've never said “Yes!” 

“I’m not assigning any kind of 
blame,” Bishop Luckner said. “We all 
need to be continually renewed.”

Our families are in trouble, says Abp. Quinn 


“The family is in trouble,” said 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San 
Francisco. He called for a plan for 
family ministries. 


The archbishop, newly elected 
president of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, was addressing 
his fellow bishops in Washington, D.C. 
as chairman of the committee on 
family life. 


HE QUOTED a Jesuit sociologist 
who pointed to broken marriages, the 
declining birth rate, the rise of 
juvenile delinquency and sexual 
promiscuity as evidence of the 
current weakness of families in the 
United States. 


In proposing the comprehensive

Survey 


One of every 20 American priests is 
an alcoholic, according to a study 
prepared for the U.S. bishops’ 
Committee on Priestly Life and 
Ministry. 


Three of four alcoholic priests who 
receive medical treatment return to 
“sobriety,” the study said. 


IN A separate statement, the 
committee urged bishops to set up 
health boards to identify and assist 
alcoholic priests. 


The committee issued its state- 
ment and the accompanying study at 
the semi-annual general meeting of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops in Washington, Nov. 14-17. 


“To the extent that alcoholism or 
chemical dependency enslaves the 
life of the priest, his personal growth 
in Christ is limited and his ministry of 
service to people is impeded,” the 
committee said. 


“OUR PRIMARY concerns,” the 
committee said, “are the dignity and 


goodness of the priestasapersonand . 


the effects of his alcoholism on the 
people whom he is called to serve.” 


_ The committee study was prepared 
by Jesuit Father Joseph Fichter, a 
sociologist at Loyola University in New 
Orleans. He indicated the problem is 


. worse than some church leaders 


would like to believe, but not as bad as 
others fear. 


FATHER FICHTER cited other 
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plan, Archbishop Quinn made it clear 
he was not suggesting “a rigid set of 
guidelines with programmatic detail, 
but rather a plan or vision of pastoral 
action that will be adaptable to each 
diocese’s particular needs.” 


The plan “will be both flexible and 
prophetic,” the archbishop said. 


“WITHOUT DEDICATED couples 
and alive Christian families, our 


efforts at evangelical, catechetical 


and liturgical renewal will be largely 
fruitless,” he continued. 


The plan should respond to four 
principal needs: 


—"“To raise the awareness of the 


studies which show that priests do not 


drink as heavily as either Catholic 
men or American men at large, and 
also that priests have a higher rate of 
men who do not drink at all (39 
percent) than other groups. 

He noted that while the one in 20 
figure is lower than the one in 10 
figure some people had cited, it is still 
higher than would be suggested by 
the large number of bishops and 
religious superiors surveyed who 
described the problem of alcoholic 
clergy as “minimal.” 


AT THE same time, he said, his 
study refutes the belief that there is 
less alcoholism in small dioceses 
than large ones; the proportions are 
about the same in both, he said. 


Father Fichter said the evidence 
suggests “that bishops and religious 
superiors are fairly well aware of the 
problem of the clergy’s alcoholism 
and are conscientiously trying to do 
something about it.” 

He also said, “all evidence points to 
the abandonment of the outmoded 
concept of using punitive measures”. 


THE COMMITTEE recommended 
that each bishop who heads a diocese 
“place the weight of his authority” 
behind a program to treat alcoholic or 


chemically dependent clergy. The. 


committee recommended the pro- 
gram of the National Clergy Con- 
ference on Alcoholism, a Chicago 
based organization. 
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church in general to the realities that 
couples and families are now ex- 
periencing as well as to raise the 
awareness of families themselves to 
their potentialities and their roles in 
ministry. 


—“To provide processes that will 
enable couples and families to care 
for one another, integrate their lives 
and heal their wounds,” 


—“To call people to family mission, 
to train them to give support as family 
life ministers.” 


—“To establish structures that will 
facilitate marriage and family life 
ministry.” 


Any effort to aid families must be 
grounded in solid theology, Arch- 


But, the committee said, the bishop 
should depend on the health board 
and become involved himself only in 
“extreme” cases. 


HEALTH BOARDS should have the 
cooperation of the priests’ council, 
diocesan personnel board and 
diocesan clergy, “especially among 
the priests who are close friends of 
the alcoholic priest and who might 
tend to ‘cover up’ for him.” 


The committee said the health 
board should have “a tone and spirit 
of loving, fraternal care.” The board’s 
members should include recovering 
alcoholics, including a medical 
person and a priest, if possible. 


The committee said, “The growing 
number of successfully recovered 
priests should be utilized in the 
diocese...Some are both apostolic 
and experienced in recognizing fellow 
alcoholics and doing what is neces- 
sary to serve them.” 


FATHER FICHTER’S study was 
based on questionnaires filled out by 
138 dioceses—a “remarkably high” 
83.6 percent of all U.S. dioceses— 
and 110 responses from religious 
communities of men. The question- 
naires covered 24,306 diocesan and 
21,950 religious order priests. 


The survey found that 2.89 percent 
of the diocesan priests (704) and 2.88 
percent of the order priests (632) 


have gone to alcohol treatment ~ 


centers. 
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bishop Quinn said.

IN ADDITION, the survey found that - 


diocesan clergy replying estimated 
that 2.17 percent of their clergy 
needed medical treatment and 
religious priests estimated that 1.89 
percent. of their priests needed 
medical treatment. 


Father Fichter said these extimates 
were reliable and meant that a total of 
5.07 percent of diocesan and 4.77 
percent of religious order priests were 
alcoholics. 


In addition, he said, “We have no 
way of knowing how many priest- 
alcoholics simply decided to stop 
drinking, or how many of them 


regained sobriety through the pro- . 


grams of Alcoholics Anonymous 


without having been hospitalized at 


all.” 


AMONG FATHER Fichter’s other 
findings:. 

—73 percent of the priests who 
went through medical treatment for 
alcoholism are maintaining sobriety, 
19 percent are still “struggling” and 
eight percent are still drinking. 


—64 percent of the priests who 
had medical treatment said they had 
difficulty admitting their problem; 
only 21 percent said they admitted 
themselves for treatment. 


—The- average monthly cost of 
medical treatment for a clergyman i is 
$1,260.

Pope warns of dangers in contraceptives 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul VI told doctors 
meetings in Rome he is happy medical knowledge 
supports the ethical norm “by denouncing with growing 
preoccupaton the dangers inherent in the use of 


contraceptives.” 


The Pope stated also that genetic defects do not 
deprive any human being of his dignity or right to 
existence. Because of that, he said, a Catholic doctor 
Cannot carry out experiments on_a fetus, even if, for 
natural or other reasons, it is going to die before birth. 

THEIR SCIENCE, the Pope told the international 
congress of psychosomatic gynecologists and 
obstetricians, has to take into account moral and 
religious considerations that affect the human 


personality. 


“It is necessary,” he said, “to appreciate at their just 
value the importance that moral criteria and religious 
convictions can have in the spouses for the control and
